MAD MADRID MAKING MOUTHS. 


Spanish Newspapers Urging the 
Government to Hoxtile Prepara- 
tilons—The Cardinal Archbishop 
of Valladolid Also Heard From, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] From the Chief Executive 
of the nation to the divers in the har- 
bor of the Cuban capital, little was 
done this Sabbath toward clearing up 
the mystery of the Maine explosion. 
The board of inquiry arrived from Ha- 
vana at Key West. They are now on 
thé cruiser New York at Fert Taylor. 
The board will convene in the United 
States courtroom at the customhouse 
tomorrow to hear all additional evidence 
that it can glean from the officers and 
men in this city who were on the 
Maine. It is said Gen. Lee will come 
there to attend the court. The war- 
ships in the harbor at Key West are 
the New York. Iowa, Marblehead, 
Nashville, Cushing, Montgomery, De- 
troit and -Ericsson. 

At Havana the divers worked only 
until 10 a.m. They did very little in- 
side the Maine, and their findings were 
of no importance. The bodies still in 
the battleship are in such condition 
that their removal is now -considered 
dangerous to the divers themselves and 
to the public health in Havana. 

Sunday did not develop any change in 
the situation at Washington. The re- 
turn of the naval board of inquiry to 
Key West is understood in official cir- 
cles to be for the purpose only . of 
heading the testimony of the officers 
and men of the lost battleship who 
were sent from Havana immediately 
after the catastrophe. Meanwhile the 
divers are working on the wreck, and 
will have more to tell when the board 
goes back to Havana. 

The monitor Terror arrived in New 
York harbor late tonight. Her presence 
is due to the belief of the administra- 
tion that it is unsafe to allow the 
metropolis to be without the procec- 
tion of a formidable vessel. .Thanks -o 
the visit of the Vizcaya, the Navy

THE PRESIDENT AT CHURCH, 


Pastor Johnson’s Discourse in Con- 
trast to Yellow Journalism. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—President 
McKinley attended service at the 
Metropolitan Episcopal Church today. 
Rev. Hughes \ Johnson, the pastor, 
preached a sermon in which reterence 
was made to the Maine disaster’ The 
President's course in the matter was 
commended. 

The text was Psalm xiii, 2, “My soul 
thirsteth for the living Goa.’ ‘ine 
speaker said that the Prrestcent atmcat 
thirsted for a heart that would touch 
a heart, and in this connection de- 
clared: 

“This cry of the heart is heard not 
only in our churches and pulpits, but in 
our megazines and newspapers, in our 
social gatherings and special assem- 
blies. Sometimes it~-is buried under 
the cares of business, in the pursuit of 
wealth, honor and fame, and,sometimes 
pleasure. But the soul _ reasserts its 
power, and will not have its noblest as- 
pirations crushed out. 

“Restlessness, wild clamors for blood. 
blood, blood; the régime of savagery 
and barbarism is the ultimatum of the 
Maine disaster, one of the most appal- 


hearts ami minds of the American peo- 
ple. But in the interest of humanity,

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ford to wait until we know the truth 
and the whole truth. Even if the 
catastrophe should prove the result of 
official authority and diabolical treach- 
ery, the honor of our flag, the dignity 
of the nation, the safety and welfare of 
millions would be better served by a 
calm self-control in calling another na- 
tion to strict account than by a frantic 
and unreasoning rush into the unspeak- 
able horrors of war. 

“Our duty as citizens, as patriots, 
as Christians, is to stand by the Presi-

THE DAY AT HAVANA. 

First Real Rest for Capt. Sigsbec 
and His OMcers. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
HAVANA, Feb. 27.—[By Key West 
Cable.] The day has been clear and 
beautiful, and the first day of real rest 
for Captain Sigsbee and his officers 

since the disaster. . 

Chaplain Chadwick tried to make ar- 
rangements to send the body of Freder- 
ick Holzer north by steamer, but found 
it impossible on account of the health 
regulations. The body found last Fri- 
day was identified today as that of 
Jagos, the coppersmith, a German. One 
of the bodies found yesterday is still 
unidentified. 

The divers did not work today. Many 
Americans attended church this morn- 
ing, and more were present at a bull- 
fight this afternoon. . 

Lieutenant-Commander West, Ad- 
miral Sicard’s chief of staff, who came 
on the Mascotte yesterday, returned on 
the same vessel to Key West. The 
story that he brought important dis- 
patches. to Consul-General Lee is de- 
nie@ by the latter. Lieutenant-Com- 
mander West, it is believed, simply 
brought a dispatch for the court of in- 
quiry, authorizing it to go to Key West, 

Senator Proctor was exploring the 
city today. No arrangement has been 
made by him for calls on Gen. Blanco 
and the other Spanish officialg, but it is 
said he will call on several informally 
during the week. — 

The report that Capt, Sigbee and the 
dificers of the Maine will be examined 
‘in the admiralty court this week is 
untrue, as they have not been noti- 
fied, but the United States officials be- 
lieve Spain has a mé@7al right to make 
such an examination” 

‘American @iversy,. uhder: Capt. Sigs- 
bee’s direction, will be at work on the 
wreck at the samé time as the Spanish 
divers, and will afford them such help 
as is consistent in viewing the condi- 
tion of the wreckage under water. 


CRITICISING THE WORK. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA, Feb. 27.—[Via Key West 
Cable.] Many Americans, and some 
Spaniards here insist that the investi- 
gation into the Maine disaster has thus 
far. been superficial, and barren of vital 
results. They claim that, though nearly 
two weeks have passed, no knowledge 
has been gained as to the condition of 
the forward part of the hull, or as to 
whether the six or ten-inch ammuni- 
tion magazines forward, to’the star- 
board, exploded. They insist, moreover, 
that expert divers, with enough expe- 
rience to make drawings of the condi- 
tion of things submarine, might have 
been at work a week ago and might 
have settled the question as to the 
magazines, at least, ere this. 

Those who hold these views demand 
that the hull forward should be raised 
without further loss of time, and be- 
fore it has sunk too deep in forty feet 
of soft mud. There are some who go 
so far as to charge the United States 
government with adopting the Spanish 
policy of delay until the disaster shall 
be partially forgotten or discounted. 

Many of the Spanish officials are said 
to entertain the opinion that this is the 
case, and to be very well pleased with 
the notion. On the other hand, how- 
ever, good judges say that all criti- 
cism in this vein is made without a 
knowledge of the facts, w~nd that none 
save the members of the court of in- 
quiry and their superiors are aware of 
all the testimony developed, or of 
which submarine plans have heen 
made. They also urge that there is 
no use trying to raise the hull until 
the wreckage or armpr, superstruc- 
tures, engines, decks, guns and masts 
have been taken out. To do ‘this will 
take time, and the apparatus for the 
work can only be found in the north. 
It is said n@ company would be given 
the contract for the work without 
blowing up by dynamite, which was 
prohibited lest important evidence be 
destroyed. 

Rumors of this, that or the other dis- 
covery, setting on foot this, that or the 
other theory, are still rife. In most 
cases, when run down, they are easily 
proved false. It is useless to deny 
that the interest here is much less in- 
tense than it was a week ago, but it 
is ever ready to be kindled anew by’ 
any established facts. 

The court of inquiry is ‘ks quiet as 
the etatue of Memnon, as dignified 
and as stern. Its members are courte- 
ous, but they feel the deep responsibil- 
ity resting upon them. To talk indis- 
creetly might not only cost one his 
position, no matter how high the rank 
of the holder, but would surely precipi- 
tate trouble either here or in the} 
United States. The members “vere not: 
exclusive when on shore, and they 
dined with the Consul-General now 
and again, but the wreck was a pro- 
hibited topic.

The arrival of a battalion of more 
than two thousand regular troops from 
Barcelona, as was cabled, excited pub- 
lic interest for the day. Guns were 
fired, “‘vivas” shouted and decorations, 
Which the rain spoiled, were hung. 
The men, so it is alleged, are the ad- 
vance guard of a division of 11,000 
Spanish regulars, sent to take the place 
of the sick and wounded who have re- 
turned to Spain within the last few 
months. 

The Spaniards know that Senator 
Proctor is a *close friend of President 
McKinley, and despite his disclaimer 
cf a political mission, they continue to 
attach considerable importance to his 
visit at this juncture. Some think that 
he has been sent here by the President 
to make a report upon the situation, 
as Mr. Blount was sent to Hawaii by 
President Cleveland. The Spanish, 
who, in the main are ignorant of Amer- 
ican customs and political methods, 
cannot understand why a former Sec- 
retary of War should come to Havana, 
and there are many expressions of 
surprise that Senator Proctor is not in 
uniform, instead of in civilian dress. 

Great preparations are being made 
to welcome the cruiser Vizcaya. Sefior 
Rivera, editor of La Discussion, says: 
“The general impression here is that 
the United States court of inquiry has 
already decided that the disaster to 
the Maine was the result of an acci- 
dent.””

WANTSTOOUIT 


Congress Seems Not to 
Expect War. 


Members of Both Houses Talking 
Early Adjournment, 


Progress On Appropriation Bills 
Has Been Remarkable. 


Friends of Annexation in the Sene- 
ate Will Fight Against Post- 


ponement of *the 
House Dodging the Issue. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Beyond the 
fact that the Corbett case will be dee 
cided on Monday, and that after its de- 
cision the bill regulating the right-of- 
way for railroads in Alaska and for 
other purposes will probably be taken 
up, the programme in the Senate for 
this week is quite indefinite. 

The Alaskan Bill is of much wider 
scope than its title indicates, and it 
will not be voted upon without con- 
siderable discussion. There ie no gen- 
eral disposition to defeat the bill, but 
some Senators are of the opinion that 
it should be amended in several pare 
ticulars, and they will seek to secure 
these changes before the vote is taken. 
It is believed that the Mill will pass 
after a day or two of talk upon it. 

It is probable that after the Alaskan 
bill is disposed of some of the bills of 
less general importance on the calendar 
will be considered. ne of these is 
the bill for the payment of the claim 
of the book agents of the Southern 
Methodist Church for property de- 
stroyed at Nashville during the civil 
war. This bill appropriates $288,000 and 
has aroused some cpposition. It is also 
understood to be Senator Davis's in- 
tention to again move the considera- 
tion of the Hawaiian treaty if oppore- 
tunity offers, but there is no disposi- 
tion at present to unduly press the 
treaty in antagonism to other mease 
ules. 

It is possible the bill moking appro- 
priations for the District of Columbia 
will be reported by the Committee on 
Appropriations during the week. There 
are only five of the appropriation bills 
to be considered by the Senate, which 
is a record far in advance of the prog- 
/ ress usually made at.this date in long 
sessions of Congress. This fact is caus. 
ing Senators to begin to talk about final 
adjournment at a far earlher date than 
usual. 

Thiee of the bills which are as yet 
unconsidered are the Dis.rict of Calume 
bia, the Naval and the Sundry Cbtvil 
bills. These are all important mease 
ures, and each is hable to arouse dee 
bate, but Senators generally agree that 
unless there is some otner reasons for 
postponing adjournment, it can. be 
reached by May or June. The friends 
of the Hawaiian treaty say, however, 
that some of the appropriation billa 
will be held back until the question of 
annexation is decided upon, and this 
determination is one of the circume- 
stances which may cause the postponee 
ment of adjournment. 

The House leaders have been straine 
ing ail their energies to expedite the 
appropriation bills with a view to ap 
early adjournment, and they are suce 
ceeding beyond their most sanguine ex- 
pectatione. Not in a quarter of a cen- 


so far advanced in the long session as 
they are at this time. Only three of the 
thirteen regular bills remain in come 
mittee, the other ten have gone through 
one or more executive stages, and one 
—the Military Academy Bill—is in the 
hands of the President, awaiting his 
signature. The condition of the other 
nine bills is as follows: 

The Pensicn Bill has passed both 
Houses and the differences have been 
agreed upon in conference; the Legis- 
lative, Executive and Judicial, 
Army, the Fortifications and the Agri- 
cultural bills have passed both houses 
and the differences are being adjusted 
in conference; the Senate amendments 
to the Diplomatic and Consular Bill 
have been agreed upon by the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs and the 
bill only awaits confirmation of this 
action by the House before going to 
the President; the Indian Bill has passe@ 
the Senate, and the amendments placed 
on the bill there are being considered 
by the House Committee: the District 
of Columbia Bill, which has passed the 
House, is still in the Senate Committee 
and the Sundry Civil Bill will probably 
pass the House tomorrow. Of the three 
bills still unreported to the House, both 
the Naval and Postoffice bills await 
contingent developments before they 
can be completed. , 

The Naval Bill is practically come 
pleted, save for the provisions for dry- 
docks and new ships. On both these 
propositions the developments of the 
next few days are expected to control 
the action of the committee. If the 
board of inquiry into the Maine dis- 
aster should render a finding which 
portends strained relations with Spain, 
the most liberal provisions will be 
made both for drydocks and ships. If 
the disaster was not due to accidental 
causes aboard ship, it is almost cer- 
tain that two new battleships will be 
provided for, one recommended by the 
Secretary of the Navy and one to ree. 
place the Maine, and that at least one 
of the new drydocks recommended will 
be authorized. In case the Maine dis- 
aster is found to have been caused by 
accident, it is probable no provision for 
battleships will be made in the new 
bill. 

The completion of the Postoffice Bill 
depends upon the action of the House 
upon the Loud Bill, relating to second- 
class mail matter which is to be acted 
upon this week. The Gengral Deficleney 
Bill is always the last of the bills to 
be reported, as it. jacludes such deficl- 
encies and other items as must be pro- 
vided for at the’close of every section, 

With the appropriation bills and the 
Immigration Bill, the consideration of 
which has been set for March 15, out 
of the way, nothing remains to pro- 
long this session of Congress save the 
question of annexation of Hawall, oF 
war. The leaders of both sides, looke

n May. If such a contingency as wer 
should arise, it would be necessary for 
Congress te act both in formal declar- 
ation of war and in furnishing ways 
and means for its prosecution, With 
regard to Hawaiian. annexation, there 
is no doubt that if the present treaty 
is abandoned in the Senate, no move 
for annexation by legislative enact- 
ment will be initiated by the House. 
* The sentiment both among the friends 

and ‘opponents of annexation in the 

House believe that after the long con- 

teat at the other end of the Capitol, 

the Senate should retain jurisdiction of 
the aubject. Action by the Senate -on: 

a resolution of” annexation would, 

therefore, precede any action hy the 

Howse, atid it is this which gives color 

to the general impression in the House 

that action upon a resolution in the 

Senate can be delayed until both 

houses have completed their other 

work, and that then an effort will be. 
made to adjourn and leave the ques- 
tion suspended. 

Recoker Reed makes no concealment 
of his personal opposition to annexa- 
tion, and says that other very promi- 
nent Republicans, members like Can- 
non of Illinois, Walker of Massachusetts 
and Johnson of Indiana, are outspoken. 
Some of the others, like Chairman, 
Dingley of the Ways and.Means Com- 
mittee, have made no public declara- 
tions upon the subject, but are be- 
lieved to be in sympathy with the op- 
ponents of annexation.

A QUEER OUTFIT, 


THE LAPLAND YUKON 
RELIEF EXPEDITION. 


One Hundred and Thirteen Immi- 
grants, Not Counting the Four- 
legged Ones, Arrive ,in New 
York—Celebrities Gafore. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 


NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Lapland reindeer Yu- 
kon relief expedition of the govern- 
ment reached New York tonight on the 
chartered steamship Manitoban, twen- 
ty-four days from Bosekop, Arctic Lap- 
land. The expedition is in charge of 
Dr. Sheldon Jackson, who introduced 
the firet domestic reindeer into Alaska 
and now, under the auspices of the 
general government, is placing there, 
the first. colony of Lapp settlers. 

The Manitoban brings a unique 
cargo, the first of its kind ever im- 
ported into the United States, It con- 
sists of 113 immigrants, 537 reindeer, 
418 reindeer sleds, 511 sets of reindeer 
harness and between three thousand 
and four thousand bags of moss for 
feeding the reindeer en route. The 
immigrants consists of forty-three 
Lapp, ten Finn and fifteen Norwegian 
reindeer herders and drivers and their 
families, making a party of sixty-eight 
men, nineteen women and twenty-six 
children. 

Among them are six bridal couples, 
who were married a few days before 
the sailing of the steamer. One of 
these couples had reached the mature 
ages of 40 and 39 years, The youngest 
couple are 26 and 23, and the youngest 
bride is 22. Among them is a man of 
29,*married to a woman of 60. 

Each of the three nationalities has a 
celebrity. Samuel Johannesan Balto is 
a Lapp who crossed Greenland with 
Nansen, and wears a silver medal con+ 
ferred upon him by Oseur II; King of’ 
Sweden and Norway, in recognition of 
his services on that. occasion. Olaf’ 
Paulsen is a Norwegian who boasts of 
three prizes (two medals. and a silver 
pitcher) received from King Oscar for 
skill in rifle shooting, and Jchan Pet- 
ter Stalogargo is a Finn, who has’ the 
distinction of having been the northern- 
most mail carrier in the world, having 
for eight years carried mail on _his 
back to North Cape, Norway, 5 degrees 
of latitude north of the Arctic circle, 
traveling on skis. 

There are twelve others in the com- 
pany who have had experience in car- 
rying the mails with reindeer teams 
across the mountains of Arctic Lap- 
land. But one deer was lost on the jour- 
ney of 4000 miles from Lapland, and it 
died from injuries received in fighting 
on shipboard. 

The expedition will at once be loaded | 
on special trains and sent to Puget 
Sound, where it will take the steamer 
for Southeast Alaska. From Southeast 
Alaska the expedition will cross to 
the Yukon Valley. 


NEW PENSION RULING. 


Pensioners Entitied to Fair Hear- 
ing Under Their Claims. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—U'nder a 
decision rendered by the Secretary of 
the Interior, Hoke Smith, under the 
Cleveland administration, May 27, 1893, 
in the case of Charles T. Bennett, Mr. 
Lochren, Commissioner of Pensions, 
organized a board of revision in the 
Bureau of Pensions for the purpose of 
taking from the files claims which had 
been allowed under the act of June 27, 
1890, for a reéxamination. As a result 
of that reéxamination, says Assistant 
Secretary Webster Davis, pensioners 
were reduced or dropped in at least 
25,000 cases. Upon a careful examina- 
tion of the action then taken, Mr. Da- 
vis issued the following order relating 
to appeals and pending before the de- 

partment in such cases: 

“It is directed that the pending ap- 
peals from 
terminating of pensions granted under 
the second section of the act of June 
27, 1890, in the decision rendered May 
27, 1893, in the case of Charles T. Ben- 
nett. shall be examined with great 
care. In cases where the evidence 
filed or the certificate of the examina- 
tion indicates that the pension orig- 
inally allowed was obtained under a 
partial construction of the law, they 
should be returned to the Bureau of 
Pensions for a special examination or 
another medical examination, or both, 
as may be deemed necessary, 

“It is. held to be ‘proper and just 
that such pensioners shall be granted a 
fair hearing and allowed an opportunity

THE 


BRITISH STEAMER LEGISLATOR 
A COMPLETE WRECK. 


Flames Break Ont So Suddenly That 
Seven Men Are Cut Off from 
the Others. 


THE RESCUING BOAT CAPSIZED. 


ONE MAN BURNED TO DBATH. 
FIVE MEN DROWNED. 


Four Others Injured—Remainder of 
| ¢he Crew and Two Passengers 
are Rescued and Brought 
to Boston. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

BOSTON, Feb. 27.—The British 
steamer Legislator, Capt.. Tennant, 
bound from Liverpool for Colon, was 
burned at sea, February 16, in lat. 31 
deg. 23 min. 'N., long. 44 deg. 10 min. W. 
The fire broke out February 15, and 
burned fiercely for three days, during 
which.time Fireman Thomas Roberts 
was burned to death, an@ Second Offi- 
cer James Bateman and Seaman Wil- 
liam Angell were drowned by the cap- 
sizing of-a boat. Third Officer Martin 
and Chief Steward John Gaffney went 
adrift in another boat, and Chief Cook 
Fred E. Lee, crazed with fearful burns, 
jumped overboard... The rest of the 
crew of thirty men, with two passen- 
gers, Dr. William E. Mortimer» and 
wife of London, were rescued by the 
fruit steamer Flower Gate, and brought 
to this port, arriving here today. Four 
of the crew, Chief Engineer John 
Troughear, Eagineer John Holden, 
Fourth Bngineer Robert Milnes, and 
Seaman Charles Ibblitson, were so se- 
verely injured that they were gp 
a 
_ port. Holden is not expected to 
live. 
- The suffering of those who survived 
the fearful three days in which they 
were tossed about by the waves, while 
explosion after explosion threatened to 
send the fire-bound steamer to the bot- 
tom, makes a tale seldom equalled in 
the annals of merchant marine. The 
Legislator left Liverpool on February 
3 with a miscellaneous cargo, includ- 
ing phosphate, cotton.goods and percus- 
sion caps for Colon and Centra] Amari- 
can ports. At 4 o’clock on the morning 
of the 13th, without warning, an ex- 
plosion: took place from half-way 
wara of amidships, followed by a tre- 
mendous outburst of smoke and flames. 

The firemen and engineers but one 
came tumbling on deck, some of them 
more or less burned. The missing man 
was Thomas Roberts, and it was not 
until two days after that his charred 
body was recovered during a lull in 
the fire. The crew was badly handi- 


capped in fighting the fire, asthe hose 
and pumping engine wefe Pisa led. or 

The fire spread so rapidly that the 
forward part of the boat, on which 
were seven men, was out off,and, Capt. 
Tennant called for volunteers to res- 
cue the remainder of ‘the crew. Sec- 
ond Officer Bateman and Seaman, Wil- 
liam Angell at once offered.to row 
along the side of thé ship and bring 
the men aft. One of the boats. wes 
launched with difficulty, as there was 
a heavy sea running, and by careful 
work managed to reagh the almost 
doomed men. All were finally’ taken 
on board and ffhe boat dropped astern, 
but before the nine men could be 
pulled on the after deck a. tremendous 
sea capsized the small boat, and ev- 
ery man was thrown into the water. 
After their heroic work Bateman and 
Angell were the only ones who were 
not rescued. 

In the meantime, through some con- 
fusion, another boat had been launched 
and in it was Third Officer Martin 
and Chief Steward John Gaffney: An- 
other big sea swept them away. They 
have not been since seen. : 

The fighting of the flames still con- 
tinued, and as the fire reached‘ the 
boxes of percussion caps:-there were 
almost constant explosions. . During 
one of these Fred E. Lee the chief 
cook, was severely burned and _ he 
jumped overboard in the water And 
could not be saved. 

At 8 o'clock in the morning of, the 
16th the steamer Flower Gate from 
Palermo hove in sight. Two boats were 
immediately lowered from the Flower 
Gate, and after three hours all those 
on board the burning vessel. , were 
safely transferred, Capt. Tennant. be- 
ing the last to leave. Some of the crew 
saved a part of their clothing, but a 
majority of those on baard. lost ¢very- 
thing. The rescue was_none too soon, 
for hardly had the Flower Gate started 
the engine than fire was seen bursting 
from the after deck of. the Legislator, 
and the steamer was apparently con- 
sumed not many hours after. — 

The Legislator was a stéamer of 1899 
tons net register, 2997. gross tons. Her 
dimensions were: Length, 330 . feet; 
breadth, 40 feet, 1 inch; depth, 20 feet, 
® inches. She was built at Middle- 
borough, England, in 1888, and was 
owned by the Charante Steamship 
Company of Liverpool. . ong

Dispatch.) .The latest report’ from the 
military intelligence bureau just ‘out 
puts the militia of the country at 5000 
cavalry, 5000 artillery .and 100,000 in- 
fantry. The report discusses the States 
in detail. Of California it says: | 
“Both the personnel and discipline 
‘are-excellent., The general officers are 
men of high standing and military ex- 


officers men whose experience in the 
United States army fits them for the 
duties, The same is true of the colonels 
of the regiments. They are enthusi- 
astic, and labor for the Improvement 
of their commands. The complements 
of officers are generally men of stand- 
ing in their communities. The disci- 
pline has greatly improved during the 
year, The officers and men usually are 
careful of the observance of 'military 
courtesy and etiquette. Should occa- 
sion demand, there will be no difficulty 
in quickly increasing the State forces.” 

California is credited with 272 cavalry 
and 3408 infantry. 

WASHINGTON RECRUITING. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
TACOMA (Wash.,) Feb. 27.—Gov. 
Rogers has ordered that the ten com- 
panies of infantry and two of cavalry, 
composing the National Guard of 
Washington, shall be immediately re- 
cruited to their full strength of sixty 
men each for infantry, and eighty men 
for cavalry companies. Recruiting is 
being carried on actively and enthusias- 

tically. 

Gov. Rogers will spend an evening 
this week with the officers of the two 
Tacoma companies, and another even- 
ing with the Seattle officers, the oo- 
jeet of these conferences being to brirtx 
the State militia up to the highest point 
of efficiency. 

THE AVAILABLE FORCE. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says 
that according to a report placed be- 
fore President McKinley, there are 
now available for military duty.in the 
United States 10,073,576 able-bodied 
men, and of these 112,082 are already in 
the militia, forming the nucleus of a 
tremendous fighting force. This is 
without considering the skeleton 
United States army, which could, on 
short notice, recruit up to 100,000. 

There was at the close of 1896 or- 
ganized guards in every State and 
Territory, except Alaska and Indian 
Territory, all of whom could be used 
for active service in case of necessity. 
Of the total force of 112,000, there are 
100,000 in the infantry branch, 5000 in 
the cavalry, 5000 in the artillery and 
dbout 2000 general officers. Camps 
were held last in many States, at 
which were present from 46 per cent. 
of the State forces-in Texas, to 96 per 
cent, in Connecticut. The total ap- 
propriations made by the United States 
for militia was $400,000, while the vari- 
ous States spent about $2,800,000. 

It is estimated that the time re- 
quired for concentrating for service 
would vary from six hours in Nevada 
to three days in Oklahoma, while the 
proportion that would probably turn 
out for duty ranges from 50 per cent. 
in: Indiana and New Jersey to 95 per 
cent. in Pennsylvania. 

New York is far ahead so far as 
the size of her National Guard is con- 
cerned, having over 13,000 officers and 
men. Pennsylvania is second with £000, 
and Illinois holds third place with 6000. 
Other States follow: Massachusetts, 
5200; New Jersey, 4300; California, 3800; 
Sbuth Carolina, 3500; Georgia, 3200; 
Texas, 3000; Minnesota, 2900; Indiana, 
2800; Connecticut, 2800; Wisconsin, 2600; 
Alabama, 2600; Michigan, 2500; Arkan- 
sas 2500; Iowa, 2400; Tennessee, 2400; 
Missouri, 2200; Maryland, 1700; Missis- 
sippi, 1700; Kentucky, 1600; Kaneas, 
1500; Oregon, 1500; North Carolina. 
1400; Maine, 1400; New Hampshire, 1400; 
District of Columbia, 1300; Rhode Isl- 
and, 1300; Louisiana, 1200; Nebraska, 
1200; ‘Florida, 1100; Virginia, 1100; 
Washington, 1000, Utah, 1000. The other 
States have less than 1000 men.

On his arrival he held forth 
at considerable length before a street- 
corner audience, and but little cre- 
dence could be given to his numerous 
statements. 

Rear Admiral Sicard has held fre- 
quent conferences with Capt. Samp- 
son and other members of the court 
of inquiry at the hotel. 

He said tonight: “I think they ought 
to get away on Wednesday. As yet 
there is nothing that can be said about 
their work.” 

In reply to a question as to the 
remored removal of the warships to 
Cuba, Admiral Sicard said: “The fleet 
is not moving, and I know nothing 
about it going to Cuba. Still, you 
know, I thhave steam up and could go 
anywhere if ordered.” 

He was asked if anything had hap- 
pened to justify the statement that the 
situation was more serious today than 
it had been, and he replied: “They 
know at Washington about thet. Just 
how strained our relations are with 
Spain, I am unable to say.” 

The excitement yesterday after the 
arrival of the Cuban filibusterers 
headed by Gen. Nufiez and Capt. John 
O’Broen completely eclipsed all the do- 
ings and sayings of the court of inquiry 
officers. Their quick departure pre- 
vented very much being learned as to 
the expedition, but the Cubans here 
are elated. An expedition has been 
preparing to go away from Key West 
for some time, but it will probably 
meet another delay as the plot has 
leaked out through two Spanish spies.

Sagasta Repels an Alleged Sugges- 
tion of Bismarck. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
MADRID, Feb. 27.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Sefior Sagasta, commenting upon 
an alleged interview with Prince Bis- 
marck in which the latter is repre- 
sented as suggesting that the Cuban 
trouble should be submitted to the 
powers for arbitration, expressed his 
astonishment that such an idea could 
emanate from Prince Bismarck, and 
declared emphatically “that nothing 
but ignorance of the question could in- 
spire the notion that Spain would suf- 
fer foreign intrusion or submit to arbi- 
tration to her indisputable rights of 

sovereignty. 

“Nobody,” said the Spanish Premier, 
“would dare to propose such an ab- 
surdity, and no Spanish government 
would listen or dream of such a pro- 
posal.”’ 

The Imparcial in an editorial today 
blames Spanish weakness in the Alli- 
anca, Venidito, Competitor and other 

airs as encouraging the United 
States in their present bellicose atti- 
tude. It counsels the government to 
awaken to the reality of a situation 
which the good sense of Spanish people 
understand and is ready to meet. 


SPANISH WAR TALK. 


Even the Cardinal Archbishop of 
Valladolid is Bloody-minded. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


MADRID, Feb. 15.—[Correspondence 
of the Associated Press. Wired from 
Chicago, February 27.)—Several of the 
Madrid papers blame the weakness of 
the Spanish government in its recent 
action with the United States. El Im- 
parcial quotes several passages from its 
own file for the year 1896, in which it 
warned the government to assume a 
firmer attitude. 

“In these days,” it adds, “‘the United 
States were not nearly so well prepared 
for a conflict as now, while we were, 
more or less, as we are today. In the 
meantime, they have steadily prog- 
ressed, while we, who could have done 
much, have done but little. What is 
strange, inexplicable, deserving pardon 
neither from God nor history, is that 
time has been wasted and money 
squandered without endowing’ the 
Spanish nation with sufficient resources 
to inspire respect and avoid humilia- 
tions which may bring in their train 
war and disaster.” 

El Espafiola is even more outspoken. 
It says: “Seflor government 
is the very personification of prudence, 
only it has been a prudence invariably 
at variance with fortitude. in the 
Dupuy de Lome affair, arising from 
Yankee turpitude, the government has 
shown such evidence of cowardice and 
flinching as to appear nothing more 
than a petty council under the protec- 
torate of the United States.” 

All the Spanish newspapers agree 
that no further mention need be made 
of the Dupuy de Lome affair, as it 
has now practioally ceased to exist. 
The papers are much more occupied 
with the demonstration at Barcelona in 
connection with the torturing of pris- 
oners at Mont Juich, the fight between 
an elephant and a bull, and the Drey- 
fus case, than ‘with politics. Several 
of the Madrid papers reproduce the 
opinion of the Italian newspaper La 
Perseveranca ‘that the United Stawe 
should be satisfied with the resignae‘on 
of Sefior Dupuy de Lome,” and that 
“nothing should result from the unfor- 
tunate incident to trouble the good re- 
lations between the two countries.” 

The Cardinal Archbishop of Valladolid 
has published a pastoral letter blaming 
America for the prolongation of the 
Cuban war. He says: “The hypocriti- 
cal friendship of the United States fos- 
ters the rebellion and wastes Spain's 
resources, in order .the better ww at- 
tack her when weakened.” He exhorts 
all true Spaniards to “unite in de- 
fending the rights and honor of the 
nation.” The letter has caused wide- 
spread comment. 

The Correspondencia Militaire, organ 
of the army, Says: “The prevailing im- 
pression is that war between Spain 
and the United States will break out 
in April.” 

A former cantain-general of Cuba 
(presumably Marshal Martinez Cam- 
pos.) interviewed by a representative

Mr. Graell, the representative 
of the National Investment and Pro- 
duction Association of Barcelona, will 
leave Wednesday for New York and 
Washington. He is an agent of Seflor 
Moret, the Spanish Minister for the 
Colonies. He is a man of discretion, 
and thoroughly experienced in arrang- 
ing commercial treaties, having been 
mainly instrumental in preparing the 
details of the last commercial treaty 
between Spain and Germany. He will 
go to New York and Washington to as- 
sist in arranging the commercial 
treaty, but will endeavor to induce 
the Cuban party in the United States 
Senate .to enter into certain compacts. 

The exact character of his proposals 
is kept a strict secret, but yet he had 
a two-hours’ conference with Sefior 
Giberau, the autonomist, who is sus- 
pected at Madrid of secretly treating 
with the insurgents in the direction of 
independence for Cuba. 


SCARCITY OF FOOD.

LONDON, Feb. 27.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Times says: “There 
is an appaHing scarcity of food in 
many provinces of Spain. The price of 
wheat is unprecedentedly high.

LINCOLN AS A LAWYER. 


A Falsehood Regarding the Gaod 
. President Refuted. 


{Kansas City’ Star:] The North 
American Review for February con- 
tains a paper on “Lincoln's Skill_as a 
Lawyer,” by James L. King of To- 
peka. Mr. King brings to the work 
of writing of Lincoln the advantage 
of being an Illinois man, and avails 
himself of the recollections of Judge 
Abram Bergen, another citizen of that 
State. All Illinois men and women of 
the present and passing generations 


count as neighbors and friends of Lin- }’ 


coln. Never was a man more _§ thor- 
ougbly identified with his State, more 
actually a part of it, than was Lincoln. 
Nowhere else was he ever so well 
known: nowhere else so loved and rev- 
erenced. In Illinois fathers and sons 
recall his name, the former as that 
of a friend of the old days, whose big 
warm hand they pressed, who had told 
them stories, whose tall form they had 
seen uplifted above the heads of gath- 
ered thousands, who had traversed long 
miles of prairie road to hear him. The 
sons recall Lincoln as a boyish 
memory, the idol of their fathers, the 
first great man they ever saw. 

The person pictured in the sketch 
in tke North American Review is Lin- 
colin, the Illinois lawyer, who - prac- 
ticed in the courts of Sangamon and 
Cass and Morgan and Mason, and the 
adoining counties for many years. He 
is shown as he appeared’ to a young 
man just entering himself upon the 
“ractice of law, and who, regarding 
Lincoin as a leader in his profession, 
followed him from court to vourt, 
listened to him, observed his methods, 
studied his habits of thought and 
forms of expression, talked with him 
at the tavern at night, after the labc*: 
of the courtroom were over, and 
familiarized himself as far as possible 
with the man and lawyer. The paper 
on “Lincoln's Skill as a Lawyer,” de- 
scribes a man physically ana = even 
mentally apart and different from otti=. 
men, knowing the law, yet reading lit- 
tle beyond the few great law books: a 
great thinker,.a student of men and 
their motives: -not slow to think. as 
some of his biographers have stated, 
but slow to speak at times, because 
determined to use the best, the strong- 
est, the most convincing words, 

In dingy courtrooms in Illinois. before 
juries of the vicinage. were made pleas 
by Lincoln marked by the wonderful 
conciseness, the compact power, the art 
of giving ages of history in lines, and 
fall statements of everlasting principles

at 


in half a dozen words, that disting- 
uished afterward the great speech at 
Gettysburg. In the court where he was 
known he did not need to cite authori- 
ties; he jJjimself was an authority. In 
reaching his conclusions he went by 
ways known to himself. His mind 
traversed its own path, not the beaten 
ways of use or precedent. In jury triais 
he managed at some time to do or say 
some very peculiar thing, or some com- 
mon thing in. a very peculiar manner. 
The conclusion of the young observer 
of Lincoln was the same ie ar- 
rived at the great major- 
ity of competent witnesses of the 
time and country—that Lincoln was a 
powerful advocate, bringing to bear in. 
a perfecily original way all the re- 
sources of a great lawyer, both be- 
fore judge and jury. 

In common with ail who have testi- 
fied in regard to Lincoln as a lawyer 
this latter witness speaks of his abso- 
lute sense of truth and justice, his 
strength where’ he believed these were 
on his side, and his weakness; and, in- 
deed, confessed helplessness where he 
was not convinced that such was the 
case. In illustration of this an old 
Lincoln story is retold: 

Every reader of the leading biogra- 
phies of Lincoln had beén made famil- 
iar with his appearance in the old 
courthouse at Beardstown on behalf 
of Duff Armstrong, the wayward son 
of a good mother, an old and tried 
friend of Lincoln. In this case young 
Armstrong was charged with having 
committed a murder at a camp meeting 
in Mason county. In the «ourse of 
the trial a witness swore positively that 
he saw the fatal blow struck; that 
the hour was midnight, and that he 
saw “the defendant by the light of the 
full moon shining at the time. Mr. 
Lincoln produced an almanac, which 
showed that there was_no moon shin- 
ing at the hour given by the witness— 
that he could have seen nothing, Arm- 
strong was acquitted. Some two years 
after this trial, in the course of politi- 
cal controversies, it was charged that 
Mr. Lincolg had given the jury an 
almanac for another year than 1857. 
the year of the murder, or a_ doctored 
almanac, and thus deceived the jurors. 
This story has been given in biogra- 
phies of Lincoln written by professed 
friends and admirers. Mr. King’‘in his 
contribution to the North American 
Review, cites the recollection of Judge 
Bergen, who was present at the Arm- 
strong trial, and saw the almanac of 
1857 given to the jury, and saw the 
foreman of the jury examine the al- 
manac and ascertain, as he afterward 
affirmed, that it was an almanac for 
the year 1857, showing the rising and 
setting of the moon on. the night of 
the murder. The almanacs for. the 
year confirm Mr. Lincoln's statement to 
the court and jury. 

Thus is cleared away. perhaps. the 
only accusation ever brought against 
Abraham Lincoln of anything re- 
sembling a trick or a frand as a law- 
yer.

Woman Suffrage. 


{Tacoma Ledger:] For a long time 
the agitators of woman’s suffrage have 
gone on in their agitated way, holding 
agitated meeting and working them- 
elve up to a fever heat over the belief 
that they were nearing the goal of 
their ambition. They have expended 
energy enough to rear whole families 
in the way they should go; they have 
used enough effort to set many idle 
wheels in motion, besides in their own 
heads. They have cried for the ballot 
and occasionally they have succeeded 
in obtaining the object of their de- 
sires—with what result? Only to find 
that they represent but a smal! mi- 
nority of the women of the country: 
only to find that their striving had 
nothing to recommend it to the ma- 
jority of American women, who at last 
have decided to express themselves 
upon ghis subject and put in a decided 
protest against having. the responsi- 
bility of the ballot thrust upon them. 

Such action by the American women 
is timely. The constant buzzing of a 
few bees on a hot summer day gives 
one’ the impression, after a time, that 
the world is full of buzzing bees, and 
there may be danger that the eontin- 
ued stress laid by a few active women 
on the necessity of the ballot for their 
sex would sooner or later result in the 
impression that ell women were de- 
sirous of assuming the debts’ that 
would come were equal suffrage to ob- 
tain in this country. 

To prevent this impression the women 
of the East are issuing a small sheet 
called the Remonstrance, in which 
they declare themselves, in overwhelm- 
ing number, opposed to female suffrage. 
and that they are not willing to have 
it forced upon them by a few ambitious 
members of their sex. 

The time has come when women 
should express themselves upon this 
question.. Heretofore expression has 
been from the few in favor of the 
franchise, with much heating of wordy 
drums, while the great majority of 
women opposed have held their peace. 
The farce of “suffrage meetings” has 
been going on for many years, and 
there are some wavering minds added 
each year to the list of those energetic 
and heroic souls who first set the ball 
rolling—with the best of intentions, no 
doubt—and without whem the suffrage 
movement would have fallen long ago. 

The Legislatures of the country will 
probably be glad to know the opinion 
‘of the great mass of American wemen, 
and what proportion of them are ready 
to be confronted ~with the duties of 
public . citizenship, added to those 
which nearly every woman already 
finds quite sufficient for her powers, 
and: quite wide enough in their scope 
for her ambitions.

SUDDEN DEATH OF WILLIAM Ji, 
SINGERLY AT PHILADELPHIA, 


——_ 


The Well-known Banker and News- 
paper Publisher Smoked a Cigar 
Despite the Warning That His 
Heart Was Weak. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 27.—William 
Singerly died suddenly at his residence, 
No. 1701 Locust street, this afternoon. 
Heart disease was the immediate cause 
of death. Mr. Singerly had been suf- 
fering for about ten days from“® cold, 
and had remained at home since last 
Wednesday, although his indisposition 
was in no way serious. 
in his bedroom, smoking a cigar, he 
was seized with a violent fit of cough- 
ing, and immediately afterward fell 
over dead. In the room at the time 
were Mr. Singerly’s grand-daughter, 
Miss Mable Singerly Meridith, and two 
servants. His son-in-law, James 8. 
McCartney, had left a few moments 
before the sudden end came, leaving 
Mr. Singerly apparently in good health, 
apart from his slight cold. 

The physicians say they had fre- 
quently cautioned Mr. Singerly that his 
heart was weak as a result of exces- 
sive smoking, and of late his custom 
was to take a “dry smoke.” Today, 
however, his cigar was lighted, and it 
is thought that the smoke brought on 
the coughing spell, the severity of 
which ruptured a vessel of the heart. 
He leaves a daughter, Mrs. E. Singerly 
Balch, who is at present touring 
Europe. 

William Singerly was proprietor of 
the Record Publishing Company, presi- 
dent of the Chestnut-street National 
Bank and the Chestnut-street Savings 
Fund and Trust Company, which re- 
cently collapsed, and president of the 
Singerly Pulp and Paper Mill. He was 
a member of the Fairmount Park Com- 
mission, and until lately the treasurer 
and trustee of the Philadelphia Come- 
mercial Museum. He was born in this 
city December 27, 1832, and, with the 
exception of a brief period in his early 
manhood when he conducted a@ come- 
mission business in Chicago, lived here 
ever since. 

In 1877 he bought the Record, then a 
comparatively feeble journal, 
brought it to its present standard of 
exgellence. Mr. Singerly in 1894 was 
unanimously made the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor of Pennsylvania, 
and entered with great enérgy into the 
canvass, speaking in nearly every 
county im the State. In all he made 
over seventy speeches in upholding the 
cause of Democracy. The natural Re- 
publican majority of Pennsylvania was 
too great to be overcome, however, 
and his competitor, Gen. Hastings, car- 
ried off the prizes During the last 
national campaign he supported the 
Palmer and Buckner ticket. 

Financial misfortune overtook Mr. 
Singerly during the last few months of 
his life, when, December 23 last, the 
Chestnut-street National Bank and 
Trust Company was compelled to close 
its doors. Messrs. Earle & Cooke were 
made trustees of the company. Mr. 
Singerly promptly turned over to them 
every personal asset he possessed, -in- 
cluding the Record. Since then a re- 
eeiver has been appointed for that 
bank, and the affairs of it and the trust 
company are in process of settlement.

BUILD PRACTICABLE WARSHIPS. 

The Baltimore American takes a 
similar view to that recently expressed 
in these columns as to the doubtful 
expediency of constructing any more 
great battleships. The vast sums in- 
vested in vessels of that class, im the 
opinion of many competent authori- 
ties, would far better be expended in 
the construction of swift and compara- 
tively light cruisers, monitors, torpedo 
boats and other vessels of known and 
tested ability. 

The great modern battleship is at 
best a costly experiment. 
actual warfare has yet to be demon- 
strated. The cost of one of these great 
floating fortresses would pay for a 
whole fleet of lighter and possibly 
war vessels. The 
American says: 7 

“While the court is busily examin- 
_ing the nature and cause of the acci- 
dent it will be just as well for our law- 
makers to consider very seriously the 
abandonment of the policy of. building 
these warships. For. some years now 
the American has appealed to Con- 
gress to discontinue their construc- 
tion, and build naval vessels of known 
utility. The influence of this paper 
has been felt to a large extent in re- 


* cent naval bills, but the advocates of 


these doubtful -and perhaps awfully 
d‘sastrous experiments have partially 
succeeded. Not another battleship 
sheuld be built. As Admiral Colomb 
says, it is a partial and halting varia- 
ticn in an evolution of which it 
will not form a part when the latter 
is completed. The United States thus 
far has not suffered as much as Great 
Britain, but then her navy is as an 
infant to a giant compared with Eng- 
land’s. The uses of cruisers and mon- 
itors is known and needed—the one as 
commerce protectors and aggressors; 
the other as home defenders. Con- 
gress cannot make any blunder in pro- 
viding for their construetion. 


The rapid growth of large cities 
is by no means confined to the United 
States. It appears to be more or less 
general all over the world. London, 
the greatest city upon earth, is now 
growing with wonderful rapidity. In 
fact, the latest returns. show that in 
every month of the year, summer and 
winter alike, over 1200 houses are 
built in the British metropolis. Be- 
tween August, 1896, and August, 1897, 
the number erected was 14,591. Some 
of the London papers express anxiety 
at this concentration of population 
into the city, attributing it to the de- 
pression in agriculture. The rapid 
concentration of population in large 
cities is undoubtedly a serious ques- 
tion.

Thanks and Mourning. 


[New York Tribune:] Not all is lost. 
The sinking of the Maine was a blow 
to the navy, but not a fatal one. There 
are better ships still afloat, and there 
will soon be many more of them, if 
Congress will do its duty. The sudden 
blotting out of so many lives: was a 
more grievous thing. It means irre- 
parable loss to the bereaved families 
and friends, and, in a sense, the whole 
nation; though the places of those 
men will promptly be filled by others as 
loyal and efficient as they. Moreover, 
in these losses there is no cause for 
shame. No American has committed 


| @ crime, nor been guilty of negligence 


or cowardice. Once the vanquished 
got consolation from the fact that, 
though all else was lost, honor was not 
lost. This nation is far more fortun- 
ate. Not all is lost save honor—not by 
great, great. deal. 

Honor, indeed, not only is not lost, 
but is actually heightened. In the 
tragic catastrophe at Havana Ameri- 
can Officers and seamen exhibited a 
courage, a steadiness of nerve, a de- 
votion to duty and calm judgment of 
mind worthy of the successors of Paul 
Jones and David Farragut. Nothing 
could have been more admirable than 
the bearing of the captain, serene and 
regnant amid volcano belchings and 
earthquake shocks as though ma- 
neuvering his. ship ‘in festal parade; 
or than that of the subordinate who re- 
ported to him with the punctilious- 
ness. and nonchalence of a butler an- 
nouncing dinner that the ship had been 
blown up and was sinking. It was 
not the business of those men to be- 
come panic-stricken lest the. remainder 
of the ship should be blown up and 
themselves with it, nor to fall into 
abject horror. at the sight of two hun- 
dred and fifty of their comrades in- 
volved in hideous death. These were 
things that might well have affected 
them above all others. But “they did 
not. There was something else, su- 
perior and triumphant. It was simple 
duty. It had been their rule, and it 
wads still their rule in that tremendous 
crisis. But men are not to be especially 
thanked or honored for merely doing 
their duty, does some one say, sitting at 
ease and safety in snug homes? No? 
Try it in circumstances such as those, 
and see how you fare. 

-Nor is the honor of the nation in the 
least impaired. Its temper in a sorely 
trying time has been most excellents 
The few exceptions have merely ac- 
centuated the rule. A few members of 
the sensation-mongering press have 
raved in midsummer madness, and 
even some of the lawmaking represen- 
tatives of the nation have in like 
manner discredited themselves. But 
these are not the voice of the American 
people. “Uncle Sam” is neither Cali- 
ban nor Thersites. The nation as a 
nation has risen grandly to the ‘height 
of the occasion, standing up manfully 
beneath the burden of loss and woe, 
and showing itself moved by principle, 
and not by passion, and given neither 
to poltroonery nor to fire-eating, but to 
a courageous maintenance of ascer- 
tained right and execution of well-es- 
tablished justice. 

‘Such worthy nation has a_ worthy 
head, in whom it trusts and well may 
trust. The wise conduct of the Presi- 
dent and his advisers in this crisis is 
remarked and appreciated the world 
around, even in their own as well as 
foreign lands. It is often easy to utter 
perfunctory and at the same time ful- 
some praise. The present time forbids 
it. Only words of soberness and truth 
are to be spoken within the shadow 
of universal woe. And it is the sober 
truth that the action of the President, 
and of the Navy Department, and of 
the whole executive, has in this matter 
been all that the most exacting cham- 
pion of the nation’s honor could desire. 
The very attacks that are being made 
upon the President prove that. Forged 
dispatches, reports of interviews that 
never were had and of investigations 
that never were made. pictures of 
things that never existed outside the 
artist’s imagination—such and such 
alone are the bases of these attacks. 
If they can find no better foundation, 
how amply in that very fact is the ob- 
ject of their insensate fury vindicted! 

No, all is not lost, though these haters 
of -.the government and calumniators 
of the nation would fain persuade the 
gaping rabble that it is. “‘We are a 
nation yet.” Justice and judgment are 
not. dethroned. A nobler mission than 
bullying and blustering is to be pur- 
sued, and is pursued, and neither insult 
nor disaster can move the nation. from 
it. From the President in the White 
House to the humblest seaman in the 
foreastie of the Maine, this tragic 
event hag shown the American people 
to be 

Patient of toil, serene amid alarms; 

Infiexible in faith—— 
And, being that, Chere can be no room 
for question that, should ever re- 
lunctant necessity recur, they would 
also be as of old, “invincible in arms.”’ 
For that, even in this day of lamen- 
tation, there is cause for thankfulness 
and ground for unwavering courage.

Christ's Gift. 

EV. R. L. BRUCE of Pasadena 

filled Rev. S. M. Hartley's rulpit 

at Simpson Tabernacle yesterday 
morning. the pastor being still con- 
fined to his home by illness. The 
speaker chose for his text, Ephraim 
iv, 8. “When he ascended on high he 
led captivity captive.” I want w call 
your attention this morning to some 
of tho gifts made to us by the coming 
of Christ. First, we have temperal 
gifts, made possible by the religion and 
the free salvation given to the world. 
He spoke of the great increase of 
wealth in the country, and said he 
might be asked to explain the reason 
for hard times. Hard times come 
from very different causes, he said, 
some of them being the existence of 
devils. The first is the devil of greed 
of great trusts, which are often, rot 
always soulless, another is the devil 
of rum, which is the worst of all, and 
if we can ever get rid of this devil, 
hard times will vanish from the land. 
The speaker drew a graphic picture of 
the advance in agricultural improve- 
ment, in gathering the harvest of the 
farms, from the primeval way “of 
rathering with the sickle, up to the 
magnificent engine, which, in the great 
valleys, cuts a swath fifty-two feet 
wide, threshes and sacks the grain 
ready for market. This has been made 
possible because the enlightening in- 
fluence of the spirit of Christ has 
touched and inspired the brain of man. 
If this is not so, why have these great 
improvements come only to the nations 
which have been influenced by the re- 
ligion of Christ? Because the conscious- 
ness of the brotherhood of man. has pre- 
dominated che religious progress all 
down through the centuries, growing 
with its growth, and strengthening 
with its strength, until now, the lowly 
and the highest rank meet on a* com- 
mon level in worship of the common 
Redeemer of mankind. Along with 
the brotherhood of man. comes the 
fatherhood of God. Through His Son 
He gave to all mankind, the power to 
become the sons of God. by believing on 
Him, whom He had sent.

Nineteenth Century Missions. 
T THE First Christian Church yes- 
“erday morning, Rev. A.C. Smither 
lelivered a discourse upon “Nine- 
teenth Century Missions.” He said: 
“This is unquestionably an age of mis- 
sions. That the gospel should be 
preached to all the nations of § the 
earth, regardless of race or condition, 
was an idea that did not take root in 
the mind of Christendom till almost 
eighteen centuries-after the advent of 
Christ into the world. The progress of 
missions in the last hundred years is 
simply marvelous, when viewed in the 
light of the difficulties to be overcome 
at the beginning of this century. : 
“The spiritual lethargy of the church, 
the antagonism of heathen religions to 
any extraneous doctrine concerning 
God and immortality, the distance and 
time required to compass this distance, 
which divided thé heathen countries 
from Christian nations; the difficulty 


ing native languages—all these condi- 
tions seemed impenetrable barriers’ to 
the propagation of the gospel in roreimu 
lands. But the greatest obstacle lay in 
the political policy of the Orient. Total 
exclusion to all foreigners had been 
the watchword for centuries. Then the 
universal cry of missionaries was that 
the doors of access might be opened; 
now the united prayer of Christendom 


open doors. Through the _ establish- 
ment of commercial relations with the 
great empires of the East. Christianity 
found an easy entrance into the heart 
of paganism. Thus has God used the. 
channels of commerce and the arts of 
enlightened civilization as the means 
of carying the gospel message to the’ 
dark places of the earth. 

“Distance has’ been annihilated by 

the railroad and steamboat: difficulties 
of languege have been revolutionized 
by the advance of education, and the 
printing press; and dangers to. lives 
of missionaries have been swept away 
by the protection afforded by a‘Chris- 
tian government. The church is awak- 
ening to a sense of its duty, until now 
there is not a land on the face of the 
globe where the voice of the missionary 
is not heard. 
- “The great religions of the Orient—of 
India, China and Japan—are waning in 
power before the approach of Chris- 
tianity. Africa. less than thirty years 
ago considered the impenetrable dark 
continent, is rapidly becoming Chris- 
tianized under the colonization of Great 
Britain and other European powers. 
South America is speedily being re- 
leased from the fetters of Roman Cath- 
olicism. Hawaii, and other islands of 
the Pacific, that a century ago were 
cannibals. can now boast of civiliza- 
tion almost equal to the United 
States. So, around the entire world we 
see nations uplifted through the prin- 
ciples of liberty and justice, which have 
been introduced into human life by the 
teaching of the Son of God. Can any 
one say that missions are a failure? 
Can any church dare to withhold her 
support in the evangelization of the 
world? The church has been brought 
to a knowledge of her obligation,. and 
must discharge her duty or suffer 
spiritual death.”’

Arms and the Man. 

Arms and the man—once ‘'twas arms. 

At a distance of many miles from the 
turbulent Parisian squabble, the thing 
which most strikes a reflective mind 
concerning the Dreyfus incident is the 
immense: significance of one little hu- 
man life. That is all it amounts to. It 
is one man, and confessedly rather.a 
poor specimen at that, against a great, 
glittering, shoulder - strapped and 
plumed institution called the French 
army. Some enthusiastic Frenchmen 
are deliberately pitting the value of 
one soul against the entire prestige and 
power of the military profession. No- 
where butin France could this be done 
so dramatically. And the soul seems to 
be getting the best of it. 


Capt. Dreyfus, from all acounts, ap- 
pears to be rather a bedraggled hero. 
He was not. grand, magnificent, nor 
otherwise describable by Gallic superla- 
tives, but just an ordinary army cap- 
tain with the virtues, vices, glister and 
foibles of his class, he perhaps having 
the vices and foibles a ‘trifle empha- 
sized. He was not companionable. His 
fellow-officers disliked him. Some say 
it was because he was connected with 
Jews. But that is’the last epithet of 
malice. Race hatred is the meanest, 
ugliest and most tigerish thing in civil- 
ized beings. The fact séems to be that 
he was an unpopular, while Maj Ester- 
hazy was a popular—I was going to say 
rascal, but thinking better of it will 
say—gentleman. Gentleman is the most 
convenient and wide word in our lan- 
guage; it can.include every sort of man 
from Claude Duval to John Halifax. I 
trust therefore to get into no trouble 
with these truculent warriors if I shall 
call them—gentlemen. Esterhazy was 
the kind of man that one slaps on the 
back and calls a dog,” winking the 
eye the while; Dreyfus is the kind of 
man one would look in the eye, wink- 
less, and call a “sneaking cur’ both 
of which terms equal the same thing, 
but by the paradox of our social sys- 
tem, setting all mathematic axioms at 
defiance, do not equal each other. But 
—we are all honorable men. 


Strangely enough, the véry individual 
insignificance of the centgal figure of 
this unique. episode serves to increase 
the significance of the episode. The 
pother asumes all the more_importance 
because there is nothing {n.the person- 
ality of the man to account for it. It is 
as if Providence had- arranged the casi 
of this play purposely. to.show that.djt 
is not Dreyfus, and not:an army cap- 
tain, and not anybody's -relative, nor 
the owner of any moneybags, ‘but only 
a “human’ being” that can cause ali 
this blood. to boil. And what’ we_ ob- 
serve in this case is not an isolated in- 
stance for the most prominent facts in 
our civilization is what M. Esterhazy 
might cgll its chicken-heartedness; -or 
what another might call its sensitive- 
ness to whatever causes pain or threat- 
ens “life. The revolutionary ancestors 
of. the present dramatis personae: in 
this theatric incident did not chop down 
kings and make thrones into kindling 
wood for nothing. “Liberty, equality, 
fraternity” means the apotheosis of the 
individual, his rights and privileges as 
against the whole world. 

. 
It ia a common: view; among super- 
ficial readers to consider the , French 
revolution a real failure,’ a cataclysm 
of unmeaning horror. -That ie a mis- 
take. There never was a profounder 
success. Fearfully, turbulently,,extrav- 
agantly, as are m French moves 
upon the ‘chessboard’ of destiny, this 
revolution marked: the visible rise of 
the imperial individual out from his 
burst manacles of: institutionalism into 
hie sovereign estate. What took place 
then tragically in. France, came aiso 
to pass phlegmaticaily in Engiand, tor- 
tuously and tardily also*throughout the 
remainder of Europe. Had the close of 
the eighteenth century seen no such 
revolution, Dreyfus and-ten thousands 
of Dreyfuses would have been quietly 
garroted when they got in some iilus- 
trious Highness’ way, and the common 
people would have held their breath. 

‘But to understand the profound roots 
of this incident we must go even 
deeper into the past than’ the era of 
European revolutions. Preceding this 
was an era of religious _ revolution, 
called. also a reformation. The outburst 
in politics and society was the after- 
clap of that. outburst, in religion of 
which Luther was its chief figure. Re- 
volt against state tyranny iesued na- 
turally as a consequence of revolt 
againt ecclesiastical authority. ©That 
both revolts were attended with ad- 
ventitious incidents of cruelty ‘and hor- 
ror was not due to the idea that under- 
lay them so much as to the stubborn 
opposition that was put in their road. 
The violence of an explosion, both of 
gunpowder and. of. social idea, de- 
pends not upon the’ vicious power of the 
explosive so much as upon the tightness 
and strength of the wad with’ which 
you would confine it. 

And you must dig yet deeper to find 
where thie motive-of the essential “roy- 
alty of the individual. originated; you 
must, indeed, dig down even to Judea 
and to the teachings of Jesus. He it 
was that. placed such a supernal value 
upon the lifé*of “one of these little 
ones.”" He it was that weighed: the 
whole world with a human soul and 
showed the ponderable superiority of 
the latter. Like the sunshine, beaming 
upon a field. of icebergs, shines for 
many days without apparent effect, but 
at length, when its warmth has pene- 
trated the mass, makes here and there 
cracking noises and premonitory shud- 
ders, and at length convulsions, dis- 
ruptions, detonations, schisms, and in 
the end leaves nothing but the placid 
waters of the sea, where once stood 
gelid castles; so the influence of Jesus 
upon mankind has overturned, is over- 
turning all manner of human tyrannies, 
religious, political and commercial. Aud 
as the operation of the blessed sun- 
shine is too slow for men to observe it, 
so .the penetrating efficiency of Jesus 
is too imperceptibly potent for men to 
acknowledge it. What matters it? By 
and by they will see! 

I find, therefore, in the Dreyfus im- 
broglio a straw which shows which 
way the wind of history blows. Drey- 
fus has no moré to do with the moral 
bearings of the case than the woman 
of the Levite, whose body was cut in 
twelve pieces and sent to twelve 
tribes of Yerael, ‘had to do with the 
destruction.of Gibeah. Dreyfus is the 
occasion; a human being is the cause. 
Thus sturdy and honest M. Scheurer- 


Kestner boldly stands up to denounce 


the injuktice of his trial. Thus M. 
Zola takes up his pen to defy the 
sword. A man, just an ordinary man, 
of whose like the world has upward 
of one ‘billion; a man, small, weak, 
unknown, comparatively friendless; .a 
man has been possibly wronged. Hence 
all this. For is not a man also a god? 
Is not the poorest and lowest of men 
also a son of the great God? Have we 
not spilled much blood to make con- 
stitutions, Magna Chartas, Bills of 
rights and such paper indications of 
convictions that are not at all paper? 
. The generals and ministers of war 
strut ‘in and out of: court, spéakin 

loftily of their honor gs gentlemen and 


their arms and sway théir. backs and 
anon pluck’ their mustaches and pat 
their swords and say they ‘have no 
doubt. of Dreyfus’s guilt. Milfitarism 
thus stamps its perks its 
haughty head and would frown down 
all mere civilian intermeddling. But 
alas! even militarism can no longer 
ride a cock-horse over these same im- 
perial notions of plain justice among 
common folk. These be, indeed, days 
of an intransigent rabble when’a mere 
unepauletted novelist, a swordless pol- 
iticilan and an unspeakable editor can 
Shiake and scare the majesty of arms! 
Effete days, indeed, when even a lieu- 
tenant cannot drag an ordinary pri- 
vate by the heels and have. the harm- 
less amusement of thump{ng his head 
over doorsteps and jabbing. bayonets 
into: his - undistinguished without 
having meddling civillans interfere!

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—The news 
that the steamer La Champagne is an- 
chored safely on the banks of New- 
foundland has set at rest the anxienty 
and fear for the safety of her passen- 
gers and crew which have been felt by 
relatives and friends of all .those on 
board during the past week. At the 
office of the company today there were 
only a few callers. The officials had 
heard nothing more from the belated 
steamer, but “from the moment -that 
they heard of her whereabout they 
hastened to send relief steamers to her 
aid. Agent Bocande, and also the heads 
of the pasenger and freight depart- 
ments of the Compagnie Generale 
Transatlantique, were at the company’s 
docy today when La Bretagne arrived. 

La Bretagne’s commander, M. Rupe, 
as well as the officers and passengers, 
learned of the accident to the sister 
ship from Pilot-George Waldie, when 
he boarded the steamer off the Sandy 
Hook lightship at 7:30 o’clock this 
morning. The news caused consider- 
able excitement among the passengers, 
and when the vessel arrived at quar- 
antine additional information was 
eagerly sought for by all on board. A 
representative of the Associated Press 
boarded La Bretagne at quarantine 
and was besieged by officers and pas- 
sengers alike for the latest news about 
the overdue vessel. A large supply of 
morning newspapers was put on board 
from the Health Officer’s boat and 
quickly distributed among the passen- 
gers. The reports were read with much 
interest by every one, and warm words 
of praise were bestowed upon Third 
Officer Unsworth and the other mem- 
bers of La Champagne’s crew, who 
came so near losing their lives while 
making their heroic efforts to get aid 


| for the disabled French liner. 


When the vessel reached her dock 
this afternoon, Third Officer Unsworth 
and Second Quartermaster Julian Cam- 
ard of La Champagne were there 
speaking to Agent Bocande. Officer 
Unsworth reported that of the ten 
men who manned the lifeboat and 
were picked up six days later by the 
steamer Rotterdam, only four were 
able to leave their bunks on board the 
Rotterdam at Hoboken this morning. 
Officer Unsworth showed little effects 
of his fearful exposure, except that 
skin was off his face. :

The receipt given for the origi- 
nal portrait is so worded as to consti- 
tute a contract for the purchase of a 
frame, and the agent who gives that 
is never seen again by the victim. An- 
other agent does the collecting, and 
if he finds any difficulty in working 
the scheme, he repudiates. the first 
agent’s authority to make promises of 
free work, and tries to bully the vic- 
tim into paying an installment on the 
price of a frame... 

The outfit that is working the fake in 
this part of the country is the “Eureka 
Art Company” of Denver, Colo., con- 


ducted by Julius Lichtenstein, P.O. 
box 529. Two agents and perhaps more 
are now taking orders in this city. The 
San Bernardino Times exposed the 
gang about a week ago, giving in- 
Stances of its work in San Bernardino. 
A Mrs. Orr was bullied into paying $2 
to an agent, but her husband rounded 
the fellow up later and compelled him 
to give up the money. 

The fake is so worked that no crimi- 
nal charge can be made against the 
men, but the whole business is a hum- 
bug, designed to palm off worthless 
pictures upon persons who are careless 
enough to _sign so-called receipts ‘with- 
out reading them understandingly. .

I cannot now say whether La 
Champagne’s passengers will be taken 
off and forwarded here, or whether 
they will stay aboard. That will all 
depend on whether she is towed into 
New York or Halifax.” 

Word received in this city today says 
the steamer Nuneberg left Halifax this 
morning to assist La Champagne, and 
another with provisions will leave this 
afternoon. 

SAFE IN PORT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

HALIFAX, Feb. 27.—The three hun- 
dred and odd passengers on board the 
French liner La Champagne will rest 
more soundly tonight than they have 
for ten days. 

Since Thursday, two weeks ago, half 
of which time they have drifted on the 
Atlantic, three days and nights have 
been filled with anxiety for their per- 
sonal safety, but tonight they sleep in 
peace and comfort, safe in the harbor 
of Halifax, their fears and cares on 
account of danger being dissipated by 
the happy knowledge that they are no 
longer at the mercy of the stormy 
ocean. After drifting for five days on 
the Newfoundland banks with the en- 
gines disabled and the screw-shafts 
shattered, the great Boston-bound 
freighter Roman from Liverpool came 
along, picked her up and brought her 
into Halifax without furthenm mishap of 
consequence, 

Great was the joy on board the big 
French liner when the cloudy Sunday 
morning broke with the shores of Nova 
Scotia in sight, and the word was 
passed that Halifax would be reached 
before dark. Port was reached just in 
good time. ‘Three or four hours more 
would have found the two steamers 
still at sea, caught in a dark and 
stormy night, with thick snow falling, 
and they might have. been compelled 
to turn about and put off shore to 
keep clear of the coast until day broke. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press boarded La Champagne just 
as the anchor was dropped. The saloon 
presented an animated scene, as the 
passengers were eager to learn what 
amxious friends in New York had 
thought of the detention of the steamer. 

All wished to learn the story of the 


experiences adrift in midocean. Now 


that they were safe in port, they dis- 
claimed any fear, but some of them 
could not conceal that they had passed 
through a trying ordeal. 

La Champagne sailed from Havre 
February 12, with fine. clear weather, 
which continued for two days. Then 
the wind freshened and a gale sprang 
up. blowing with moderate force. All 
went well until the 17th. The passen- 
gers had settled down. and were pass- 


ing the time pleasantly. Then the ship

was steaming fast against the head 
seas, when suddenly, about 4 o’clock, a 
tremendous crashing sound was heard 
in the engine-rooms. In an instant a 
panic seized the passengers, and great 
excitement prevailed in the saloons and 
among the occupants of the steerage. 
The ship’s passage was stayed, and 
heavy poundng shook the whole craft. 

Capt. Poirot quickly calmed the pas- 
sengers, and soon after it was discov- 
ered that the tail-screw shaft had 
broken. The steamer was running at 
high speed, and the engine flew around 
like lightning when the resistance of 
the screw was removed, and before 
they could be stopped, much damage 
was done in the engine-room. The wild 
racing of the big engines made a great 
noise, and the. terrified passengers 
thought the ship would be smashed to 
pieces. Finally, the engines stopped 
their poundings, after the piston and 
connecting rods had snapped. Capt. 
Poirot announced that the injury could 
be repaired, and the ship would pro- 
ceed at 1 o’clock next day. She was 
put about. but after further examina- 
tion it was found that the damage was 
irreparable. Nothing remained to be 
done but anchor. 

La Champagne was then in lat. 45 
deg. 28 min. N.,' long. 41 deg. 23 min. W.., 
in the track of outward-bound steam- 
ers. The passengers and crew were 
hopeful of being sighted by some pass- 
ing steamer, but a thick fog sprang 
up, blighting their hopes. The ship was 


shrouded in fog. and nothing could be: 


seen on either side. The steamer kent 
up a continual fire of guns and dis- 
charge of rockets, but no answer came 
to their signals, and, Friday, the cap- 
tain dispatched a boat containing ‘eight 
men and the third officer either to 
make land, or to sight a passing 
Steamer, That night a fierce gale rose 
end heavy seas dashed against the 
big steamer on the banks. » The anchor 
chains strained and swung the ship, 
which tossed about like a feather. 

After midnight the gale increased in 
fury, and at 4 o'clock Saturday morning 
the anchor hawser parted with a snap, 
and the ship drifted southward. The 
situation was critical in the extreme. 
The passengers were terrified at the 
thought of their. helpless condition, 
adrift on a dismasted steamer in mid- 
ocean. The current drove them south- 
ward at the rate of fifty miles daily. 
veering again to the southwest. AH 
the while the steamer kept showing her 
signals of distress. but in vain. 

La Champagne drifted ‘in this condi- 
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tion from Saturday morntng, February 
19, until Wednesday, the 2d All
